Adjutant General R. E. Middle- 
staedt has informed the board of 
trustees, in a communication, that the 
war trophy allocated to the city ofj 
South San Francisco consists of aj 
150-mni. gun mortar and carriage j 
(non-recoil).

men in South San Francisco. 

HEAR PROVISIONS 

OF NEW LAW 

SACRAMENTO, JULY 9.—Repre¬ 
sentative gold miners of California 
gathered in the senate chamber ot 
the state capltol Tuesday afternoon, 
July 7, to hear Lloyd L. Root, state 
mineralogist, explain the provisions 
and methods of enforcement of the 
new "high-grading” law, modeled on 
the Colorado measure. 

Root explained how every person 
who bought gold in any crude form 
would have to take out a $100 license 
under the new law. Even stores in 
mining camps which have been in the 
habit of accepting gold dust and nug¬ 
gets for provisions come under the 
law. In Colorado high grade losses 
were reduced from $650,000 annually 
to $30,000. Last year in Nevada and 
Sierra counties the known high grade 
losses totaled $350,000. 

The department of mines and min¬ 
ing of the Sacramento Chamber of 
Commerce, which aided in calling the 
meeting, is busy at work on its cam¬ 
paign to secure the enactment of a 
bill to expand the state mining bu¬ 
reau into a state department of mines 
and mineral resources by the 1927 leg¬ 
islature. Mining men are urged to 
send in suggestions desired to be in¬ 
corporated In the measure. 


Two Local Boys 
Steal Machines 


Two South San Francisco youths, 
according to reports of the police, 
are now lodged in the juvenile 
home in Redwood City as a result ot 
their crimes. Both youths, who are 
14 years of age, were arrested by the 
sheriff of Hollister on advice from 
this city and later turned over to 
Chief of Police Belloni, w'ho placed 
them in the institution in Redwood 
City. On Saturday afternoon they 
broke into the Royal Theater in this 
city and stole two rolls of tickets. 
Sunday night they stole a Ford de¬ 
livery of the Columbia meat market 
and started down the Peninsula. Ar¬ 
riving at San Jose they headed to¬ 
wards Los Angeles, but abandoned 
their machine, it is reported, at San 
Jose. At this point they got a ride 
from an old man who later told them 
that he was going in another direc¬ 
tion and advised them to get out. 
Later they were found sleeping In a 
hay stack and arrested.

Following the wedding a supper was 
served to relatives. 

The groom is the son of Vf. J. Mar¬ 
tin, a pioneer resident of South San 
Francisco, and who has been con¬ 
nected with the South San Francisco 
Land and Improvement Company for 
many years. The happy couple left 
by motor for parts unknown. 

Permit Granted 
For New Industry

PALO ALTO VOTES TO 

ANNEX MAYFIELD 

I The town of Mayfield, California, 
I long known by motorists of the Pe- 
I ninsula and San Francisco for the 
vigilance of its traffic officers, is a 
thing of the past. 

As a result ot an election In Palo 
Alto Thursday. Mayfield is annexed 
to that city by a vote ot 1094 for an¬ 
nexation and 441 against. The vote 
of Palo Alto follows the Mayfield bal¬ 
lot several weeks ago. when voters of 
that town favored the move with a 
majority of 75. 

The annexation swells the popula¬ 
tion of Palo Alto from 9,300 to approx¬ 
imately 10,500. This does not include 
the population of Stanford University, 
consisting of 3,600 faculty members 
and students, outside the Palo Alto 
city limits and constituting its own 
government. 

Comptroller A. E. Roth ot Stanford 
announced Thursday that the univers¬ 
ity would throw open for residential 
purposes a large tract of land in the 
foothill region near Mayfield.

SACRAMENTO, JULY 9.—Through 
the efforts of the Sacramento Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, floral displays are 
to be featured at the seventy-first 
California State Fair, opening Sep¬ 
tember 5th and closing on the 13th.

A Review ol California Conditions from 
WELLS FARGO BANK & UNION TRUST CO..

I'ALIFDRMA—Considerable rain 
fell in California during the latter 
I half of May and the first week of 
June. The latest rains were decidedly 
‘ variable In amount, but the greatest 
; quantities fell in southern California, 
I where at some stations precipitation 
exceeded two inches. Snow fell in the 
mountainous regions. 

The late rains damaged strawber- 
I rles and cherrie.s. Some early sown 
grains were Itadly lodged and some 
other crops retarded, but on the whole 
the agricultural situation was im¬ 
proved. Condition of leading crops 
on June 1 was reported by the agri¬ 
cultural statistician, Sacramento, as 
follows: 

WHEAT 

I The area to he harvested for grain 
j this year Is estimated at 546.000 acres. 
I and a total production is indicated of 
10,428,000 hushels. l.,ast year approxi¬ 
mately 318,000 acres of wheat were 
harvested for grain, producing a crop 
of 4,770,000 bushels. 

DAT.S 

The preliminary estimate of the 
I area of oats to be harvested for grain 
I In California was 157,500 acres, or 
I 225% of the acreage harvested for 
I grain in 1924. 

I KAKEKV 

I The contlitlun of barley was 90% 
j of normal on June 1, compared with 
I 57% last year, and a lu-yeur average 
I of 80%. 

APPLES 

Prospects for the apple crop are 
I comparallvcly poor in the Walsouvllle 
I district and unusually poor In the 
Gravenstein sections of Sonoma and 
Napa cuiintie.s. The condition of the 
crop was estimated at 50% of normal 
on June 1. compared with 75% last 
! year and a 10-year average of 78%. 

I This Is the lowest condition of the ap- 
I pie crop ever reported in California 
on the first of June. 

pitr.xEs 

The prune crop was estimated at 
68% of normal on June 1. compared 
with 68% last year and a 10-year aver 
age of 76%. With the exception of the 
Sun Joaquin Valley districts, the crop 
is generally liglit, but reports indicate 
that prunes are sizing up very well. 

PASTURE 

The June 1 condition of pasture in 
California was 99% of normul, com¬ 
pared with 65% lust year and a 10- 
year average of 82%. 

ALFALFA 

A slight Increase is indicated in the 
acreage of alfalfa this year as com¬ 
pared with 1924. A preliminary esti¬ 
mate shows 1,021,000 acres—an in¬ 
crease of 20,000 acres. Condition of 
the crop on June 1 was estimated at 
100% of normal. 

LIVE STOCK 

Exceeding by 10% the greatest pre¬ 
vious shipment—that of 1923—the 
1925 movement of California spring 
lambs to eastern markets, up to June 
15, totaled approximately 329,000, of 
which 254,000 were live animals and 
75,000 dressed. The number shipped 
up to the middle of June last year 
was 200,000. 

Average price to growers f. o. b. 
ranch on spring lambs at present is 
from 112.00 to $12.50 per cwt., as com-1 


pared with $10.50 to $11.00 last year. 

The movement this year of Cali¬ 
fornia cattle to eastern markets is 
greater than last and about equal to 
the 1923 movement. Approximately 
8.000 animals had been sliippcd June ! 
15. Cattle prices in San Francisco ! 
markets are ruling higher than else- I 
where, and are from $1.00 to $1.50 per ' 
cwt. higher than one year ago. Aver- ; 
age i)rlce at market for good 1.200-11). ' 
steers is between $8.76 and $9.00 per - 
cwt., compared with a price ot $7.75 
to $8.00 lust year at this time. 

WItli feed conditions from 90% to 
110 % of normal over the slate of Cali¬ 
fornia, live stock generally are fat , 
and in excellent condition.
